iXXr, The Nationalized Smelting Furnace (MAVAG Kohasz&ti Nemzeti Vallalatj; 

Jozsef Herceg, an expert since the Horthy era, is general director of 
this enterprise* Laszlo Nemeth is in charge of the commercial depart^ 
monto A total of 9,000 person of which 5,000 ar© skilled workers, 
about 500 unskilled’ workers, /I ,500 engineering and administrative of- 
ficials are employed at this installation* This enterprise operates 
two ovens which have a monthly production capacity of 1,600 tons of 
raw irono Russia supplies the raw materials for both of these ovens, 
which require about 2,400 tons of iron ore and 300 tons ol coke per 
month * This iron is delivered regularly to the large rolling mill, 
the large forge of the Dios Gy$r Machine Tool Plant, and the Martin 
steel mill which has 14 electric ovens and a monthly output of 1,400 
tons* 
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
